Decisions,  on  questions  arising  from  the  use  of  ambiguous 
language  or  application  of  the  order  to  an  unusual  set  of 
:  :  facts,  will  be  prepared  for  the  approval  and  signature  of 

the  Deputy  Director  in  Charge  of  Order  Administration,  and 
addressed  to  the  appropriate  Regional  Director.  Questions 
involving  legal  problems  ^dll  be  submitted  to  the  Deputy 
Director  for  an  interpretation  by  the  Office  of  the  Solicitor. 
A  brief  resume  of  all  interpretations  v;ill  still  be  included 
in  the  monthly  summary.
